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LITTLE MAN ON CAMPUS 



One year ago tonight, Betty, Gail 
Brown was found strangled in her 
far on the darkened Transylvania Col- 
lege campus. 

Besides setting off a state wide 
police hunt for tin* killer, the murder 
brought to light a critical problem: 

Both the Transylvania and Uni- 
versity campuses were poorly lighted. 
Neither had enough lights to insure 
the safety of students— particularly 
coeds— against robbery, assanlt, or 
even murder after sundown. 

Immediately after the murder the 
Ki rucl launched an editorial cam- 
paign to secure more lights for the 
campus. 

In the Nov. 1 edition, we wrote: 

It would seem that the relative 
darkness that clouds our campus is 
nothing less than an open invitation 
to peeping toms, exhibitionists, sex 
perverts, rapists, and murderers.” 

Since then new lights have been 
put up over the campus, but much 
still remains to be done. Lets take a 
quick look at w hat has happened since 
(he murder, and what is being plan- 
ned for the future. 

In an “emergency measure” last 
Nov. 2, Dr. Frank D. Peterson, vice 
president tor business administration, 
ordered 11 new lights installed at 
strategic points on the campus. A 
long-range lighting system was under 
'indy, he said, and the University was 
waiting the state General Assembly’s 
••etion on a request for lighting funds. 

In February of this year, the Gen- 
eal Assembly appropriated over 
$ 100.000 for new lighting on the cam- 
p is. The University directed Procter- 
b i gels Consulting Engineers to snr- 
\ y the area and draw up plans and 
specifications for new lights. 

The over-all survey has been com- 
pleted, but the detailed specifications 
are not expected until two or three 
weeks from now. 

Mr. E. B. Farris, head of Mainte- 
i ance and Operations, said the $100,- 
000 project would be divided into 
two phases, with a separate contract 
lor each. 

I he bids for the first phase— to 



cost about $00.000 - will be let about 
the first of next year, Farris said. He 
added that the lights should Ik* up 
bv early spring. 

“The first contract would include 
lights in the most heavily traveled 
area, Farris said. “Our main prob- 
lem is lighting the walks from the 
women s dormitories to the library.” 

The second contract will pay for 
lights to be located in less critical 
areas of need. Farris said the bids for 
this phase would be let around July 1. 

Meanwhile, the l Diversity has in- 
stalled about 12 lights around the 
campus since the murder scare last 
>ear. 1 hose include several atop the 
south side of Stoll f ield shining to- 
ward tht* Fine Arts Building. 

Not included in this figure are 
lights erected on new campus build- 
ings. such as Blazer Hall, the library 
addition, and the Chemistry- Physics 
Building. 

We wish to thank the administra- 
tion tor taking heed to our words of 
caution. When completed the Univer- 
sity lighting system will not only 
beautify the campus but will also 
make it a safer place for students to 
be after nightfall.

Britain Gives Support To U.S.-Cuban Stand

LONDON— Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan today branded the Soviet 
nuclear power buildup in Cuba a sin- 
ister maneuver to test American re- 
solve and Western unity. Hi* called 
President Kennedy’s Cuban blockade 
a "studiously moderate” counter- 
stroke. 

W hile telling a packed House of 
Commons that Britain was fully be- 
hind the l nited States, Macmillan 
joined the ranks of several other 
world leaders in support of some kind 
of talks to settle the crisis, which 
Moscow has called a step toward 
world thermonuclear war. 

Pope John Will, in an extraord- 
inary radio broadcast I warned to the 
world from Vatican City, pleaded 
with world leaders to negotiate and 
“do everything possible to save 
peace." 

Macmillan put Britain behind con- 
ciliation efforts such as one launched 
last night by U.N. Acting Secretary- 
Cenerul l I bant. Blit he added these 
warnings to Britain’s lawmakers, who 
mostly have shown sympathy for 
America: 



—Russia’s “deliberate adventure” 
could upset the existing balance of 
Last-West forces. 

— I here must be no break or wav- 
ering among the Allies. 

-Paths of possible retreat must be 
kept open. 

-The buildup in Cuba cannot be 
settled without independent checks 
and controls. 

Macmillan said he hoped an al- 
leviation of tension might make pos- 
sible a move “into a wider field of 
negotiation.” 

Macmillan said Britain billy I acks 
(lie U.S. insistence lor the removal of 
nuclear rockets and other offensive 
weapons from Cuba. 

I here seemed to be a growing de- 
sire for negotiations from other parts 
of the world, following Premier 
Khrushchevs “let’s talk” note to 
British philosopher Earl (Bertrand) 
Bussell Wednesday. 

Foreign Minister Halyard Lange 
of Norway said: “We must hope that 
the res|K)iisible leaders will choose 
the conference table and not the nu- 
clear rockets as a means to liiul a so- 
ution both in Cuba and in Berlin.” 
Lange termed the U.S. blockade 



“very far-reaching in a situation where 
no state of war exists.” 

In Thailand, government leaders 
who previously expressed support for 
the United States said they hoped 
both sides would “find some way to 
Avoid tin* Cuban crisis from explod- 
ing into a nuclear war.” 

Prime Minister Hayato Ikeila of 
Japan was reported to have sent a 
letter to President Kennedy saving 
Japan hopes the Cuban crisis will be 
settled in the United Nations. 

A West German government rep- 
resentative in W est Berlin, Felix von 
Eekardt, said: “As long as there are 
talks in tin* United Nations I do not 
believe there will Ik* war between 
Last and West. lit* said, however, 
world peace would be in acute danger 
if the Russians walk out of the UN 
Security Council. 

The government newspaper in La- 
gos, Nigeria, also urged a UN solu- 
tion to Cuba. 

Acting Foreign Minister Salvador 
P. Lopez of the Philippines said it 
seemed to him the Cuban situation is 
beaded for a peaceful solution.

Hcntoff suggests that the ‘ Park- 
er cult is one of the many illus- 
trations of the need among the 
music’s more adolescent partisans 
for ‘tragic’ hero symbol Accord- 
ing to the ritualistic convictions 
of t Iif mythmakers, the best the 
jazz giants can hope for is isola- 
tion and lack of appreciation." 

Bin Beiderbecke, Lester Young, 
and Billie Holiday are also listed 
as symbols for the mythmakers 
although their lives hardly offer 
any improvement on Parker’s. 

“From the beginning of jazz- 
as-a-eult in America in the 1930s, 
the siek and the suffering have 
been among those to whom the 
most fervent homage lias been 
paid.” 

Hentoff comments that the jazz- 
man whose career is long and 
lucrative eventually comes under 
the scorn of the jazz cult because 
members of the cult "identify their 
own frustrations and failures with 
their condemned heroes and are 
disappointed when the heritage of 
defeat is interrupted.” 

In explaining this trend toward 
confusing personal failure with 
"transcendent virtue and symbolic 
purity,” Hentoff suggests a reason 
for the myths and legends of the 
jazz world. 

The American jazz audience is 
made up primarily of young 
people who are in some sort of 
revolt, even if temporary, against 
the values of their elders. 

The jazz audience, in the mass, 
is immature and fickle. They over- 
look the good of the past for (he 
novel of the present. New jazz 
stars come and go as quickly as 
a high school romance. 

Because the audience is imma- 
ture. it is drawn emotionally to 
the immature among players. 

"The young buffs tend to mis- 
read the desperate arrogance and 
hollow self-indulgence of the emo- 
tionally askew in jazz as evidences 
of uncompromising self-expression 
and radical daring.” 

Another factor which Hentoff 
says attributes to the common 
mythology in jazz is the subpur 
writing that is offered to the jazz 
public. 

"Until recently, the tone and 
style of much jazz writing has

try." 

In the late 1940’s Charlie Parki r 
was on heroine. ’I ini'-, many of t h < 
lesser musicians tried it as a path 
to higher art. 

There are still narcotics addicts 
in jazz, but there are fewer of 
them than ten or fifteen years ago. 
Moreover, most of the addicted art- 
no longer proud of their ‘daring’ 
status and are conscious of the 
disapproval of their colleagues. 

Hentoff ends by asserting that 
he does not want to say that the 
average musician’s life is compar- 
able to that of an accountant’s. 
However, there is a greater con- 
centration on the actual propa- 
gation of the art form rather than 
the emulation of the image of the 
dime novel and Sunday supple- 
ment. 

"As the musicians and some of 
the writers develop wider perspec- 
tives, there are signs that more 
of the jazz audience is staying past 
the years of adolescence. In an- 
other ten or fifteen years, jazz may 
have a strong nucleus of listeners 
who are more involved in the con- 
tinuum of the essence of t lie mu- 
sic itself than in jazz as a way to 
dismay their parents." 

It is all too true that the bulk 
of, if not all of Hentoff’s indict- 
ments against the modern jazz 
audience are heavily warrented. 
But if his prediction for a bright- 
er future for jazz is not also true 
then jazz will only slide backward 
along its path rather than forge 
ahead to newer and better thing-. 

Jazz, like any art form, can 
move ahead only at the insistence 
of its practicers and follow* r If 
the modern jazz audience doe- not 
stop looking on the music and mu- 
sicians as a form of escape for 
tlieir own frustration, then jazz 
may have taken it- last step for- 
ward.
